LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 30 
(INS)—The family of 19-year- 
old Charles Starkweather, whp 
killed 10 persons in three days, 


described him today as a 
swaggering good-for-nothing. 
They _ said his favorite 
clothes included blue jeans 
and a black motorcycle jacket, 
that he was “mad at the 
world.” devoted to comic 


books and marksmanship. 


He stands 5 feet 5 inches, 
weighs 140 pounds, has green 
eyes and dark red hair cut 
short on top. He is very bow- 
legged and a little pigeontoed, 
but walks with a swagger in 
black and white cowboy boots. 


Mrs. Rodney Starkweather, 
his sister-in-law, recalls that 
Charles would lean from the, 
cab of a garbage truck on 
which he worked and would 
shout at strangers: “Go to 
hell.” 

Friends and family alike 
agreed that he was expelled 


from grade school because he 
had “too many fights.”’ His 
father ordered him to leave 
the family home six months 
ago after a quarrel. His land- 
lady locked him out of his 
room for nonpayment of rent. 
‘Lounged in Cab.’ 

Mrs. Starkweather said: 

“Chuck would lounge in the 
cab of my husbands’ truck and 
read comic books while Rod- 
ney did all the work. (Rodney 
Starkweather operates a gar- 
bage and trash hauling serv- 
ice.) 

“He was so worthless on his 
job that his brother demanded 
he be fired. 

“My husband, Rodney, once 
told his mother and me some- 
thing that frightened us. He 
said that when he and Chuck 
went hunting and Chuck was 
using an automatic rifle, he 
could not quit shooting once 
he started to pull the trigger. 
He would shoot crazy-like and 
empty the gun at no target at 
all.” 

Rodney said that Chuck was 
crack shot—the game he 
always was shot in the 


(Rodney Starkweather, 
told the United Press he 
“Charley” because he 
lazy 

(Charles quit going to school 
after ninth grade. “He always 
was touch.” Rodney said. “He 
once gave me a cauliflower 
ear.” He said Starkweather's 
chief interests were cars and 
hunting. “All his money went 
into cars,” Rodney said.) 

Caril Fugate, Starkweather's 
14-year-old sweetheart, was 
described by friends as plump 
and, although 14, easily passed 
for 18. 

Had Been Going Steady. 

Caril and Charles had been 
going steady for 18 months 

Caril’s father, William Fu- 
gate, said: “I don't know 
whether they planned to get 
married or what.” 

But the couple went together 
despite the objections of Mar- 
ion Bartlett, the man who mar- 
ried Fugate’s former wife and 
with whom Caril lived. Bart- 
lett and his wife and their 
2-year-old daughter were the 
first of the 10 persons killed. 

Fugate said that Bartlett had

“Charlie lost a couple of 
good jobs and that girl (Caril 
Fugate) has him wrapped 
around her little finger. He 
may still be sick from a recent 
severe cold and he is to lose 
his sight within a year.” 

Struck on Head. 

Starkweather said (Charles 
was hit on the forehead with 
a piece of lumber a few vears 
ago and that he disclosed re- 
cently a doctor had told him 
he would “be blind in a vear 
unless he @oi special glasses.” 

Charles left home about six 
months ago. his father said. 
and took a room in downtown 
Lincoln when Starkweather ob- 
jected to him letting Miss Fu- 


gate drive the car which was 
owned jointly by father and 
son. 

“T just don't know what 
caused all this, but It's sure 
too bad — so many people 
dead,” he said 

He said that since his son's 
capture, angry citizens have 
called him on the telephone 


and have walked past his home 
He added: “They're beginning 
to get mean.’ 


FEAR SPREAD 
THROUGH LINCOLN 


LINCOLN, Neb. Jan. 30 
(AP)— Lincoln recoiled from 
shock and terror today after 
reassurance that Charles Stark- 
weather was behind bars 

Apprehension had spread in 
Lincoln as the number of 
Starkweather's killings mount- 
ed, but it was the killing of C 
Lauer Ward, president of the 
Capitol Stee} Works, Mrs. 
Ward and their housekeeper, 
raising the count of Nebraska 
victims to nine, which spread

A Unique Big Farm 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In my travels across the United 
States I have seen a number of 
farming operations such as Dickson 
Terry described in his recent 
Everyday Magazine story, “Big 
Business—80,000-Acre Farm.” This 
article was interesting, accurate 
and “newsworthy. 

Yet I believe it may leave read- 
ers with the impression, which is 
certainly held by the farm's owner, 
that this is the inevitable destina- 
tion of American agriculture. 


Actually such operations are 
unique and comprise a fraction of 
1 per cent of American farms. They 
are possible only in limited areas 
such as the Great Plains. This land 
was never suited to small farming; 
it is peculiarly adapted to large- 
scale operation. I doubt Jim 
Garvey could prove that he can 
produce wheat cheaper—or grow 
more to the acre—thah countless 
good wheat ranches a twentieth 
the size of his. 


By some standards, farm produc- 
tion in the Great Plains will always 
seem marginal. We have whole 
farming regions where 80,000 acres 
will produce six to 10 times the 
gross dollar volume of the Garvey 
operation—and also provide a good 
living for 400 family-sized farm 
owners and half that many addi- 
tional hired farm workers. 


Crops in Missouri are varied, 
including many kinds of livestock, 
grains and forages. The attempt 
to operate such land in 80,000-acre 
units would result in less total pro- 
duction and a disastrous drop in 
numbers of livestock. 


Big land units in the Great 
Plains are generally put together 
in years following drouth and de- 
pression when farms and ranches 
sell at bankrupt prices. Often a 
single wheat crop pays for this 
land in full. 

In the case of the Garvey opera- 
tion a cycle of wet years in a semi- 
arid country, two wars and high 
support prices for wheat undoubt- 
edly made rapid expansion possible 
and high profits inevitable. 

It is not so pleasant to realize 
that during the past half-dozen 
years much of the production of 
this ranch has undoubtedly gone 
into storage and been paid for by 
the Government—which is to say, 
the taxpayer. 

The same applies, of course, to 
the huge $278,000 Soil Bank pay- 
ment for taking 22,000 acres out 
of production.

Shaking Up the Pentagon 

One of the most’ urgent issues before the Ad- 
ministration, the Congress and the Pentagon is 
the reorganization of the nation’s defense ma- 
chinery. The need for it has been overwhelm- 
ingly attested; but there is strong opposition in 
the services and in Congress. =| 

It is encouraging to learn that the Admin- 
istration's preliminary reorganization planning 
includes greatly increased power for the Secre- 
tary of Defense. As President Eisenhower has 
firmly committed himself to seeing through the 
reorganization, it can be assumed that he him- 
self is pushing this point. He is also the gen- 
eral-who told the West Point cadets in June, 
1945, that'“all forces must work as a unit” and 
that “if I had my way they would all be in the 
same uniform.” a 

But just what does “greatly increased power” 
for the Secretary mean? The Joint Chiefs of 
Staff as a system have long been under fire and 
radical changes therein have been suggested by 
the Rockefeller report and by reliable witnesses 
before Congress. On the other hand, Secretary 
of Defense Neil McElroy, in testimony released 
this week, stressed the good job he said the 
JCS were doing in military planning for short 
and long-range emergencies. That is only a 
small part of their work. But this report has 
led to the expectation in Washington that there 
will be no recommendation for a single unified 
command. Why should there not be? 

. * . 

The present system of assigning roles and 
missions to the Army, Navy and Air Force 
might well be supplanted with a unified com- 
mand system executing a definite plan of mili- 
tary strategy in which the test of a service role 
would be only the nature of the task. That would 
give some badly needed centralization. 

Capable and dedicated men that the Joint 
Chiefs are, they have strong loyalties to their 
own services. It goes against human nature to 
expect them to serve both as operating heads 
of their services, and strategic planners for their 
country, as well as to give unprejudiced opin- 
ions on military matters before the nation. 

As matters now stand the Secretary of De- 
fense frequently turns to outside consultants 
or to advisory committees on major questions. 
That is one reason why the Department of De- 
fense, which once had only nine assistant secre- 
taries, now has nearly 50. Is it any wonder that 
there is confusion and rivalry when information 
has to filter through such a bureaucracy? Does 
not such a system almost insure that the top civil- 
ian echelon many times finds itself dangerously 
removed from top operating military men?

It is conceivable that the reorganization might 
well approach something like the plan advanced 
by Gen. Carl Spaatz, a former Air Force chief 
now retired, who recently proposed: 

The three services should be placed under 
the control of a single Secretary of Defense 
served by a limited number of assistant 
secretaries. The civilian departments of 
Army, Navy and Air Force should be abol- 
ished. A military chief of stdif with a 
small staff of senior career officers com- 
pletely detached from the three services 
and a few scientists and technologists should 
advise the Secretary of Defense in matters 
of military policy. The services should be 
commanded by officers not members of the 
staff but answerable to the Secretary. 

The only major problem in giving the Secre- 
tary of Defense a single chief of staff would be 
the old fear of the “man on horseback.” That 
has happened In some countries but is it likely 
to happen in the United States where the Chief 
of Staff would be appointed by the President, ap- 
proved by the Senate and bosred by a civilian 
in the office of the Secretary of Defense? If 
our democracy,.ever got to the point where it 
could be taker? over by a chief of staff, the 
chances are it would be pretty far gone anyway. 
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Keep Them Independent 

Would anyone think:it proper for Speaker 
Rayburn to call upon Chairman Doerfer of the 
Federal Communications Commission and give 
him a few pointers on FCC rulings concerning 
important television, radio, telephone and tele 
gram matters? 

Or would anyone think the Senate president 
pro tempore, Senator Hayden, was doing right 
if he dropped around to the office of Chairman 
Kuykendall of the Federal Power Commission 
to leave some suggestions as to which activities 
of the FPC might be curtailed? 

The answer in each instance is obvious. Sure- 
ly, no one would think that a member of Con- 
gress, even a presiding officer, ought to take it 
upon himself to direct any part of the operation 
of one of the independent regulatory agencies. 
Yet the regulatory agencies are arms of Con- 
gress. If Congress is not to interfere with their 
work, even less so should the executive branch. 

Signs are multiplying that the Eisenhower 
Administration has looked on these expert, al- 
most judicial bodies as part of the executive 
branch. Congress does entrust the appointment 
of commissioners to the White House. But it 
has never intended to make the agencies sub- 
servient to the appointing power. 

Chairman Moulder of the House subcommit- 
tee, Congressman Mack and other members of 
the investigating body find the White House 
staff getting into the affairs of the agencies. 
Some of the agency chiefs admit this, but de- 
scribe the activities of the executive branch as 
entirely proper and legal. 

This is an aspect of the status of the agencies 
that needs a public airing as much as the alle 
gations of misconduct by commissioners in ac 
cepting favors, fees and gratuities from the reg- 
ulated industries. These agencies were estab 
lished as independent from both Congress and 
the White House for good and sufficient reason. 
They must be kept so.

Through the Iron Curtain 


Georgi N. Zarubin may have puzzled Washing- 
ton by making his farewell call in Washington 
on Vice President Nixon rather than on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, but there can be no doubt 
about the agreement the departing Russian Am- 
bassador leaves behind in the field of cultural 
relations. It is a solid gain in the improvement 
of American-Soviet relations and hence a score 
for the cause of peace in the world. The Ameri- 
can negotiator, William S. B. Lacy, can take 
satisfaction in his part in the achievement. 


The agreement, signed in Washington by rep- 
resentatives of both countries, calls for cultural, 
educational, technical and sports exchanges be- 
tween Russia and the United States over the 
next two years. It is the first positive re- 
sult of the 1955 Geneva conference of heads of 
government. As for the Russian diplomat who 
leaves this week for a new assignment in Mos- 
cow, he calls it the most important achievement 
of his five years as the Kremlin’s Ambassador to 
the United States. 


Now the prospect is that some 500 Russians 
will come to the United States this year to study, 
teach, play, perform and otherwise engage in 
activities covered in the agreement. A similar 
number of Americans will go to Russia in ex- 
change. Add to these the 1000 to 2000 who will 
travel as tourist exchanges and a significant 
number of citizens of each country toon will 
be learning first hand about the other. 


The negotiators used excellent judgment in 
coming to agreement on a basic exchange pro- 
gram and leaving some of the thorny issues to 
be worked out later. Thus there is no reason 
why failure to reach agreement on the end to 
Russian jamming of Voice of America broadcasts 
should prevent an exchange of opera and ballet 
companies and sports teams. Acceptance of a 
generous exchange of newspaper men ought to 
be particularly beneficial to both countries. Re- 
porting on life in both countries should reduce 
the mistrust which each holds for the other. 
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Enhancing an Expressway Asset 

The Missouri Highway Commission’s an- 
nouncement that it plans an additional limited- 
access highway for the St. Louis area comes as 
pleasant news in a community that twice daily 
virtually strangles in its own traffic. 

This, the fourth radial expressway between 
the downtown core and St. Louis county, would 
run in a southwesterly direction—generally north 
of and parallel to the congested Gravois avenue 
route to suburbia. Planning is still in a pre- 
liminary stage, with the exact location to be de- 
termined by federal, state, city and county of- 
ficials. In one respect, at least, this is fortunate. 

Since the project is not nailed down, the plan 
ners have an opportunity to consider making this 
expensive facility of maximum use to the public 
as a whole, not merely to people who drive 
automobiles. 

The question of reserving space for public 
transit on the new expressways was raised last 
fall by the Citizens Metropolitan Transit Com- 
mittee, whose current transit-traffic survey is 
being financed in large measure by the Highway 
Commission. If the committee’s survey shows 
the need for rapid transit on this expressway, 
every effort should be made to meet it. 

Since rapid transit is essentially a local re- 
sponsibility, St. Louis and St. Louis county will 
have to take the lead in seeing that space is 
available for transit when and if needed. That 
may require a pledge to help bear a portion of 
the additional cost of a wider right-of-way, say. 
Or it may require that local officials urge 
such a policy on the Federal Bureau of Roads, 
which controls most of the money that will go 
into the project. 

If city and county officials fail to act nobody 
else is likely to—and the new expressway will 
turn out to be a much smaller asset that it con- 
ceivably ought to be. 
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Reuther’s Price Idea 


Walter Reuther’s proposal for an office of con- 
sumers’ counsel, to discourage inordinate price 
increases by monopoly controlled industries, 
seeks a desirable end—control of pfice infla- 
tion. Whether it would pursue that end in a de- 
sirable or even effective way is another matter. 

To pin down what are inordinate prices, the 
office of consumers’ counsel would need first 
to determine reasonable prices. In doing so it 
would become involved in deciding how much 
inefficiency can be tolerated in a private busi- 
ness concern, and what percentage of profit 
should be maintained. We would then be far 
toward treating as public utilities all the cor- 
porations that came under Mr. Reuther’s defini- 
tion of “monopoly controlled.” 

There are ways on the books for going after 
the monopolist price gougers: the Sherman and 
Clayton anti-trust acts and the Robinson-Patman 
act. They are sounder in theory and more 
amenable to administration than the consumers’ 
counsel idea. Applying them more often, more 
forcefully and — above all—more consistently, 
could produce some very acceptable results. 
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Opportunity in Venezuela 

In promptly recognizing the new Venezuelan 
government, the United States has seized an op- 
portunity to combat the impression that it is too 
favorable to Latin American dictatorships. 

During the 10-year rule of Marcos Perez Jime- 
nez, the rule for our dealings with Venezuela 
seemed to be: “Don’t rock the boat.” American 
business had invested three billions in Venezu- 
ela, chiefly in oil, and that country was a good 
customer. The dictator kept law and order, 
largely with United States-supplied weapons, 
and Americans found it easy to do business 
with him. 

When the dictatorship was overthrown, it 
was perhaps inevitable that the United States 
would recognize any regime that followed him, 
provided it proved capable of governing. Recog- 
nition does not necessarily imply friendship, 
and lack of recognition might be interpreted as 
intervention of a reverse order. 

But the regime that has followed Perez Jime- 
nez has, in six short days, divested itself of his 
followers, promised constitutional reforms, and 
won the support of the unique civilian under- 
ground of combined parties led by a 31-year-old 
newspaper reporter, Fabricio Ojeda of El 
Nacional. 

Thus the Venesuelan junta has committed 
itself to the restoration of liberties and pursuit 
of democratic government. As long as the junta 
stays on that path, the United States should 
support it openly and without reservation.

The President Takes the High Road, His Adviser the Low Road

retreated to his privileged sanctuary, 
beyond interrogation by either Con- 
gress or the press.

feels the Democrats are whipping up 
undue national apprehension.

Another analysis is that Mr. Assist- 
ant President is seeking to make him- 
self better known to the Republicans 
in Congress, party workers across the 
country, and the public in general.

After all, Harry L. Hopkins began to 
consider himself a presidential possi- 
bility after years with President 
Roosevelt. 


Then there are those who believe 
that the Adams speech at Minneapolis 
was an early prototype weapon in the 
Republican campaign artillery being 
readied for this autumn. The speech, 
of course,*was delivered while Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was taking the high 
road at Chicago—was urging that the 
issues of defense, security, and peace 
be kept free of partisanship. 


Mr. Adams, on the other hand, was 
not only*accusing the Democrats of 
having no missile program in 1945-53 
but was raking up the old charges that 
they brought on Pearl Harbor, that 
they allowed the nation’s natural sci- 
ence secrets to be stolen, that they 
were responsible for the Korean war, 
and 80 on. 


The Democrats can’t complain about 
the references to the 1945-52 missile 
record: they are vulnerable there. But 
the rehashing of the old bitter accu- 
sations is deeply resented, and this 
makes it more difficult to secure non- 
partisan action on the defense urgeni- 
cies. On balance, it would seem that 
there’s some valid- 
ity to all of these 
possible Adamsian 
motivations except 
probably the presi- 
dential ambition. 
No one knows 
whether Mr. Adams 
has been bitten by 
the White House 
bug any more than 
he can be positive- 
ly sure about Sen- 
ator Lyndon John- 
son’s aspiration in that direction. But 
the most persuasive motivation was 
probably the political.

The question is whether it is wise 
strategy or a counsel of desperation 
which will turn out to have been 
sadly ill advised. It will be argued 
that “the Democrats do it, too.” But 
at the moment the main sounding 
board for the Democratic party—Sen- 
ator Johnson’s preparedness subcom- 
mittee—is taking a restrained and re- 
sponsible attitude. So are the Senate 
Democratic leaders. This is not, of 
course, the behavior of all Democrats 
in Congress, nor of some of those 
without current responsibility in the 
crisis, such as national chairman Paul 
M. Butler or, at times, former Presi- 
dent Truman. 


Laying to one side the morality of 
raking up ancient and dubious charges, 
the fundamental question is whether, 
in the present serious atmosphere, it 
is either good politics or good govern- 
ment for an individual as close to 
Mr. Eisenhower and as policy-respon- 
sible as is Mr. Adams to make such 
partisan speeches. 

He may be riding the white horse

GM. 10 REFUSE 
TO NEGOTIATE ON 
PROFIT - SHARING 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (UP) 
—President Harlow H. Curtice 
of General Motors said today 
the company would never ne- 
gotiate with the United Auto- 
mobile Workers on the basis 
of profit-sharing. 

President Walter P. Reuther 
of the UAW served notice yes- 
terday that the union was 
“deadly serious” in its de- 
mands to share in G.M.’s prof- 
its. 

Curtice announced G.M.'s 
position at a Senate Anti- 
Monopoly subcommittee hear- 
ing on automobile prices. 

“We will not at any time ne- 
gotiate on ability to pay,” Cur- 
tice declared. The present 
union contract expires late 
next spring. 

Curtice labeled as “practi- 
cal” present methods of de- 
termining kages. He listed 
these as the cost-of-living form- 
ula and production improve- 
ment. | 

Prefers Own Approach. 

Asked whether there were no | 
circumstances under’ which. 
G.M. would agree to have its 
ability to pay higher wages 
considered, Curtice said he | 
thought his approach was “more 
constructive.” 

“I think it is very equitable,” 
he added. 

Pressed for a more direct 
answer, he emphasized that so 
far as Genera] Motors is con- 
cerned, “ability to pay will 
never be a matter for collec- 
tive bargaining.” 

In his opening testimony 
Curtice said that price in- 
creases on G.M.’s 1958 models 
were only about 60 per cent of 
the high cost of producing 
autos. 

He said in a statement that | 
he found it somewhat difficult | 
to reconcile Reuther’s “pro- 
fessed concern over inflation 
with his announced 1958 col- 
lective bargaining program.” 

Reuther contended that 
wages have lagged behind pro- 
ductivity and profits and that 
his profit-sharing plan would 


help to overcome what he. 
called an imbalance in the 
economy by increasing pur- 


chesing power 

Reuther told reporters at a 
recess in the hearing vyester- 
day that if the automobile com- 
panies agreed to cut car prices 
$100, as the UAW had pro- 
posed, the union would drop 
the price rebate to purchasers 
which it called for as part of 
its profit-sharing plan. 

Competition Noted. 

Curtice said the industry 
“certainly is competitive” and 
denied that the automobile 
manufacturers can, as Reuther 
charged, “arbitrarily” set the 
prices they charge. 

To demonstrate how costs 
have risen since last year, 
Curtice used figures based on 
what he called a “composite 
car,” or the average for all 
passenger models in General 
Motors’ five lines. 

He said that total unit costs 
for this composite car rose $125 
in the period between the in- 
troduction of the 1957 models 
and the 1958 models, but he 
said the average increase in 
the wholesale price was only 
$75. 

Of the cost increase, he said, 
payroll and related employ- 
ment costs represent the larg- 
est single item. He said they 
amounted to $52, or 42 per 
cent. 

Curtice said that material 
costs accounted for $35 of the 
increase, special tools for new 
models for $24, and other mis- 
cellaneous items such as local 
taxes and depreciation for $14. 

He also said that over the 
last 10 years, his company’s 
price for this composite car 
had increased 58 per cent while 
the cost has increased 68 per 
cent. 


Reuther. in an exchange 
with Senator Everett Dirksen 
(Rep.), Illinois, yesterday, ac- 


cused Dirksen of being a Gen- 
eral Motors’ representative, 
but he withdrew the remark 
after Chairman Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, intervened. 

The clash occurred after 
Dirksen questioned the UAW 
profit-sharing proposal and 
other contract demands as part 
of a “public relations job.”

Folsom’s comments accom- 
panied a department fact sheet 
on foreign language training 
in this country. It was one of 
a series to be issued on dif- 
ferent phases of the Eisenhow- 
er Administration’s proposed 
four-year, billion-dollar plan 
for federal aid to education. 


Called ‘Serious Handicap.’ 

American weakness in for- 
eign languages “presents a 
serious handicap in our ef- 
forts to build a durable peace” 
and “leaves us at a serious 
disadvantage in fulfilling our 
responsibilities for leadership 
in the free world,” he said. 

“If we are to gain and hold 
the confidence and good will 
of peoples around the world, 
we must be able to talk to 
them not in our language but 
in theirs.” n 

About two -billion persons— 
three quarters of the world’s 
population — speak languages 
that are rarely if ever taught 
in the United States, the fact 
sheet said. 

Of the 24 major foreign lan- 
guages, each spoken by more 
than 20,000,000 persons, only 
Spanish and French are studied 


by any appreciable proportion |- 


of Americans, the statement 
went on.

A recent State Department 
study was quoted as showing | 
that fewer than half of the 
Foreign Service officers had a 
practical speaking and read- 
ihg knowledge of French, Ger- 
man or Spanish, and that only 
one-fourth of incoming foreign 
service officers had a profi- 
ciency in any foreign language. 

By contrast, all students in 
the Soviet 10-year schools must 
study foreign languages for six 
years, the department reported. 
Special language schools are 
maintained in which all in- 
struction in the upper grades 
is conducted in a foreign lan- 
guage. Every university stu- 
dent must study a second for- 
eign language, which must be 
native to Asia or Africa. 

“Russian engineers and mem- 
bers of other missions abroad 
generally speak the language 
of the country they work in,” 
the statement noted. “An esti- 
mated 10,000,000 Russians are 
studying English; fewer than 
8000 Americans are studying 
Russian. 

Foreign language institutes, 
one of three parts in the pro- 
posed language program, would 
be established by colleges and 
universities with federal sup- 
port to improve the training of 
language teachers. 

Federal Contributions. 

The Federal Government 
would contribute up to $12,500 
each for the establishment of 
five language institutes in the 
fiscal year starting next July 
1, and would award about 150 
fellowships for study in the 
institutes.

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MISSILE TESTS 
SPUR AIR FORCE 
MOON PROJECT

NEW YORK, Jan. 30—The 
Air Force’s “moon rocket proj- 
ect” is rapidly taking form as 
a direct result of recent suc- 
cessful firings of ballistic mis- 
siles which could be its’ spring- 
board into outer space. 

An immediate and vigorous 
program to surpass Soviet ef- 
forts to conquer outer space 
appears to be certain as a 
result of the unqualified back- 
ing being given by such highly 
conservative groups as the 
National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics and the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. The 
program will include both sci- 
entific and military phases in- 
cluding in all probability nu- 
clear explosions in outer space 

Air Ferce and Army chiefs 
as well as engineers and sci- 
entists—such as the nearly 
2000 from all parts of the 
United States and many other 
areas of the free world now 
attending the twenty-sixth an- 
nual meeting of the Institute of 
the Aeronautical Sciences here 
—are almost unanimous in be- 
lieving it is imperative to start 
shooting for the moon at once. 

Simpler Requirements. 
The feeling is that this actu- 

ally involves a simpler missile 

guidance problem than hitting 

a military target 5000 miles 

away with an intercontinental 

ballistic missile. There is gen- 
eral agreement with the view 
of Gen. Orval R. Cook (Ret.), 
president of the Aircraft In- 
dustries Association that “right 
now most of the hardware and 
all of the basic knowledge 
needed to send a man into 
space already are available.” 

Actually, the Air Force to- 

day is prepared to begin im- 

mediately operations designed 
to send an unmanned rocket 
to the moon and its chiefs 
definitely expect to put a re- 
coverable satellite into orbit by 

the spring of 1959. 

Five of the last seven Air 

Force launchings of the Doug- 

las-built Thor 1500-mile inter- 

mediate range ballistic missile 
have been successful. Studies 
just completed by the Rand 

Corp. for the Air Force indi- 

cate that the missile—if some- 

what modified to use new high- 
energy fuels developed through 

NACA guidance—can carry out 

unmanned reconnaissance of 

the moon at a comparatively 
early date and later reach 

Venus and Mars for the same 

purpose. 

The Lockheed <X-17, the 
fastest fully instrumented mis- 
sile ever flown by the United 
States, already has attained 
speeds more than 14 times that 
of sound, and one proposal is 
to combine the second and 
third stages of the X-17 with 
the Thor, which would boost 
them to “escape velocity” from 
the earth's gravity. 

‘Crash-Program’ Basis. 

At least four Convair Atlas 
5000-mile intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles have been 
launched and the Martin Titan, 
another similar long-range bal- 
listic missile described as hav- 
ing “a more advanced and 
sophisticated design” is being 
developed on a crash-program 
basis. The Titan in its present 
form is a two-stage missile, but 
the Air Force believes it would 
be relatively easy to add an- 
other stage and thereby con- 
struct a real “moon rocket.” 

An Air Force engineering of- 
ficer familiar with the Titan 
project said: “Titan has a con- 
siderable design growth factor 
specifically applicable to the 

hardware requirements for 

probing space and reaching the 
moon.” Even in its present 
two-stage configuration, it 
would be possible to substitute 
an earth satellite weighing 
more than a ton for its war- 

head and in theory carry out a 

successful launching into earth 

orbit.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (UP) 
— Scientists have obtained 
clues to Antarctic weather cen- 
turies ago by drilling more 
than 1000 feet into the conti- 
nent’s ice cap. 


The United States national | 


committee for the Interna- 


tional Geophysical Year said | 


scientists at Byrd station in 
Antarctica began drilling down 
into the ice Dec. 29. They 
reached a depth of 1013 feet 
by Jan. 26. 

Clues to weather hundreds 
of years ago are obtained by 
removing ice cores from the 
drilled hole. The cores are re- 
moved by compressed air that 
has been cooled so the sam- 
ples will not melt. 

The age of a core usually is 
determined by counting the 
rings caused by annual accum- 
ulation of snow and crusts 
formed by summer melting. 
However, the committee said

“The Little Woman” is Clarissa Start, 
who is also Mrs. E. Gary Davidson. . . 
and who ig also a writer pleased and 
gratified at the response to the Post- 
Dispatch column she started in March 
1955—a column started, as Clarissa put 
it, “as a soapbox, not a diary.” 


Her brand of “soap-box” found a ready-made 
audience already in assembly gathered. More peo- 
ple have been asking, “Who is this Clarissa Start?’ 


And, just the other day, a lady writer enlarged 
on this question, asking me also: “I want to do a 
column sort of like Clarissa’s. How does one go 
about it?” 

Well—let’s see how Clarissa went about it, first. 


She is a St. Louisan who, after finish- 
ing Cleveland High School, got her bach- 
elor of journalism degree at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri in 1936-by virtue of 
turning dirty dishes into clean ones, typ- 
ing, tutoring and otherwise working 
through the hard way. She then went 
forth to seek her fortune. 


She couldn’t find it. After a siege of unem- 
ployment spotted with stenographic work and copy 
writing, she whomped up a free lance piece, sub- 
mitted it to the Post-Dispatch. Then another. Both 
were accepted. Success, she was quite sure, was 
hers! 


She submitted lots of others but théy got 
submitted right back. But the magazine folk re- 
membered her name; when a syndicated serial 
novelette she had sold (fiction) appeared in an- 
other St. Louis newspaper, the local powers said in 
effect, “Whoops, there’s that girl again.” 


She was hired as a summer replacement. That 
was 19 years ago. As a feature writer she has writ- 
ten about, quite literally, hundreds of lights in the 
entertainment world, prominent and not-so-prom- 
inent folk in every line where that nebulous phrase 
“human-interest” rears its intangible head. 


“However,” she said, “within six months of 
writing “The Littlke Woman,’ I had gotten more fan 
mail than I had received in 16 years of by-line 
feature writing. One thing I do know: people read 
the columns with greater fidelity and loyalty than 
they do the other by-lined portions of a news- 
paper.” 

They read a column only—let me add here 
hastily—if it is readable; the barren beach of as- 
piration is littered with the bones of would-be col- 
umns which ended up muttering only to them- 
selves. 


Clarissa follows the oldest rule in 
the writer’s book: she writes about what 
she knows. She is a suburban home- 
maker, the mother of 6-year-old Bruce, 
the wife of a state senator, the proprietor 
of a “new-old” house in Webster Groves. 
She is also active in more clubs and wel- 
fare organizations than you ean shake 
an agenda at. 


All of which makes for the wide audience of 
identification. Clarissa steers clear of the cosmic ap- 
proach both from personal | peereay- and because 
she knows her readers had rather peruse an ac- 
count of a kid’s birthday party or floor regis- 
ters in old houses.

A SURPRISING NUMBER of people have commented 
te us about the cash payments of several kinds which were 
made last year by the United States Department of Agri- 


‘ @ulture te President Eisenhower's farm at Gettysburg. 


Some of those who ¢om- 
mented undoubtedly felt 
these payments were, at 
best, unpolitie and should 
have been refused. Of 
course this is not the 
case; the payments are 
entirely legitimate and 
in order so long as our 
present farm program is 
in effect. The managers 
of the farm would, in 
fact, have been remiss if 
they had not taken ad- 
vantage of these oppor- 
tunities for income with- 
out a corresponding 
amount of effort. There 
are three main categories 
under which operators of 
agricultural land can re- 
ceive cash payments from 
the USDA — and the 
Gettysburg farm took ad- 
vantage of all of them. Wheat was stored under the price 
support program instead of being sold, and a loan was se- 
cured on the basis of its parity value. Under the Acreage 
Reserve provision of the Soil Bank, a certain amount of 
land was temporarily retired from active crop production 
and this earned another cash payment. The part of the 
program know as ASC. provides compensation for carrying 
out certain practices of good land use—terracing, pond 
building and the like—and here again the Gettysburg farm 
qualified and received payment. 


The significant thing here ts that although the 
payments were all strictly legitimate and accord- 
ing to law, they point up vividly just how ridicu- 
ious much of the present farm program is. We are 
struggling with surpluses of certain farm crops 
and the farm program is supposed to deal with 
this situation—and at the same time to help work- 
ing farmers in securing reasonable prices for their 
production, Farms like the one at Gettysburg are 
in no sense “working farms” because they are not 
operated to earn a livelihood for their owners. 
They serve as a hobby or a pleasant place for part- 
time living; or they are operated for investment 
or even, in certain cases, for purposes of establish- 
ing tax losses. 


Thousands of such properties as this today are owned 
by non-farming individuals throughout the United States 
and the practice is both reasonable and, in many cases, 
sound and profitable from the owner’s standpoint. It seems 
logical to assume that, on such farms, payments received 
from the Government under various phases of the farm 


program 


are considered as “net farm income.” 


On the 


Gettysburg farm, for example, approximately $4000 of 
such net income was received (1) for raising and storing 
unneeded surplus wheat, (2) for NOT raising a certain 
acreage of unneeded surplus grain, and (3) for carrying 
out conservation practices that good farmers carry out 


under any circumstances. 


THE 


INTERESTING OBSERVATION can be made 


that this $4000 of net income paid to a “non-working” 
farm by the Government was more net income than was 
earned by 90 per cent of America’s “working” farmers last 
year. Something seems obviously wrong with any farm 
program that enables non-working farmers—be they in 
Gettysburg or elsewhere—to collect more money from 
Government for literally doing nothing than working farm- 
ers with their life’s capital invested in their farms and 
putting in a 50- to 70-hour week are able to earn from 


thalr entire operation. 


Critics of the working farmer are apt to say, 
at this point, that we are talking about marginal, 
rather than working, farmers. But this is not the 
case. It is true the Agricultural Census lists about 
44 ver cent of all farms as submarginal, residential 
and part-time—and responsible for only about 7° 
per cent of farm production. I would write these 
off entirely and point to the 46 per cent of work- 
ing farmers who produce 46 per cent of the agri- 
cultural total. These are the protein producers— 
the owners of the family-sized livestock farms

MY HEART GOES OUT to

It's been my observation 
that a lot of men have mis-

which our country can Ill-afford to lose. They have, 
on the average, an investment of $50,000 or more 
in land and improvements, equipment and live- 
stock.

But if today’s declining 
farm income should turn the present recession into de- 
pression and we cannot fill the gap with arms orders—and 


we want to send 6,000,000 to 10,000,000 workers back to 
the land where they came from—what then? By and large, 
it seems probable the “small versus large” farm contro- 
versy has not yet seen its last chapter written.

“Please help a new bride,” 
this reader writes. “My hus- 
band wants chicken and'dump- 
lings like his mother made. All 
he is able to tell me is flour, 
buttermilk and no eggs, rolled 
up and cut. He doesn’t like 
the drop kind. He says they 
are not light and fluffy like 
Mom's.” 

Well, that last statement 
shows how little he knows 
about dumplings, gentle read- 
er, because the drop kind are 
going to be much lighter and 
fluffier than the rolled kind, 
if they're cooked right. 

But first we have to under- 
stand a few fundamentals 
about cooking dumplings, any 
kind of dumplings. A dump- 
ling should rest on something 
solid. If there is so much 
liquid in your chicken pot that 
all the pieces are submerged, 
take out enough to remedy the 
situation. Put each dumpling 
on the chicken so that it won't 
sink in the liquid. 

Now a dumpling, by its very 
nature, is going to acquire a 
certain amount of sogginess 
outside, but if cooked right it 
will remain light and fluffy on 
the inside. Provided it doesn't 
have to swim in gravy while 
it’s cooking. 

Dumplings are cooked by 
gteam, so cover the kettle and 
don't even peek. The minute 
you look in you let the steam 
out, and the result is a heavy 


dumpling. 
Finally, be sure to cook the 
dumplings long enough. A 


small dumpling, one made with 
a teaspoon of batter, takes 15 
minutes, A larger one should 
have 20 to 25 minutes. 


NOW AS TO a recipe for’ 


dumplings, be -assured that 
your mother-in-law’s recipe was 
just one of many. But maybe 
this one will duplicate it.

_—-and my correspondent under- 
lines the word “inquest.” 


_ “Wouldn't it,” he goes on to 
ask, “have beeri preferable to 
use some such word as ‘inves- 
tigation’ rather than ‘inquest’ 
or are they indeed just trying 
to find out where the body is 
buried, to use the slang 
phrase?” 


I’M INCLINED to agree that 
this is a poor choice of words. 
Far and away the most common 
use .of “inquest” is in‘ the 
phrase “coroner’s inquest” 
which customarily means a 
judicial inquiry to seek out the 
cause of a suspicious death. 
From the evidence on our front 
pages these past few weeks, 
there is certainly nothing 
“dead” about our missile and 
satellite programs. 


Very likely the author of this 
dispatch was trying to avoid 
the much overused “probe” but 
in substituting “inquest” he 
chose a word. whose semantic 
implications were unfortunate, 
to say the least.

CAPPED EMPLOYES AT OPPORTUNITY, INC.

“THIS IS OPPORTUNITY,” 
says the voice at the other end 
of the phone when you dial 
PRospect 3-8402. The voice is 
the voice of Experience. B. M. 
Hubbard, one of the retired 
executives of Experience, Inc., 
a non-profit group designed to 
help small business, is always 
on hand at the group’s new 
project, Opportunity, Inc. 


This project is literally 
opportunity for the people it 
employs. They are the phys- 
ically-handicapped, so badly 
handicapped in most cases 
that they found it impossible 
to get work. Here in their 
factory at 4914 Pattison ave- 
nue, they operate machines 
and do assembly jobs, pro- 
ductive, useful, and proud of 
their labors and their self- 
sufficiency. 


The building is at a new lo- 
cation because the venture has 
been so successful that they 
have found it necessary to 
quadruple their working space 
during the past year. Their 
number of employes has in- 
creased from one in June 1956 
to 22 today. 

“Some of the jobs we do are 
semi-skilled,” James L. 
Schwab, president of Opportu- 
nity, Inc., explained as he took 
us on a tour of the building. 
“Here, for instance, are some 
drill motors being repaired for 
McDonnell Aircraft. 

“Other jobs require less skill 
and quite frankly, some of 
them are tedious jobs. Com- 
panies find it hard to get work- 
ers to do them.” 

Drilling parts for Aalco Valve 
Co., cleaning transformer 
switches, sharpening screw 
drivers, putting new handles on 
hammers for Union Electric 
Co., these are some of the jobs 
they were handling that day. 

“Over here we're charging 
magnets for White-Rodgers 
Electric Co.,"" Schwab said. 
“This man in sharpening drill 
points for McDonnell. We have 
10,000 to be sharpened.” 


Kenneth Franklin demonstra- 
ted how the drill sharpener 
worked. A polio victim for 20 
years, 28-year-old Franklin had 
worked only occasionally, once 
at a three-month seasonal job 
operating a calculator for a cot- 
ton company in Poplar Bluff, 
his home town, the others cleri- 
cal jobs of a short duration. 

“I've always considered my- 
self mechanically inclined,” he 
said. “For instance I can fix 
my own car but every time | 
tried to get a job at a machine 
shop they'd say, ‘You're not 
able to carry things around.’ 
Here, somebody brings the 
work to you and takes it away.” 

Since working at Opportuni- 
ty, Inc., Franklin has married. 

“It was the first time in my 
life I felt secure enough to 
have a wife,” he said and 
added with a broad grin, “Now 
I’m expecting to be a papa; 
just found out about it.” 

Many workers at Opportunity 
express their gratitude at being 
able to take care of family 
responsibilities. Tom Delano, 
an arthritis sufferer for many 
years, feels he’s “really found 
a home.” 

John Newton, partly para- 
lyzed, who worked as a sign 
painter until he injured his 
arm, spent several months un- 
employed wondering how he 
would take care of his wife and 
children. Mrs. Mozella Parker, 
polio victim with four children 
to support, had stayed home 
and collected Aid to Depend- 
ent Children. 

“But I'd much rather work,” 
she said.

Integration is not even a sub- 
ject for conversation at Oppor- 
tunity; it is taken for granted. 
Mrs. Parker, a Negro, works 
at a table with two white men, 
Marvin Kerley and Dick Duns- 
ford, and Schwab describes the 
trio as “working together like 
a symphony.” 

Kerley, a former dock load- 
er, partly sighted, takes par- 
ticular pride in finding ways 
to do more work. Hubbard tells 
how they had a burring job in 
which a drill was placed in 
a motor and cylindrical pieces 
fed into a slot. 

*“‘Mary worked at it one day,” 
he said, “and then called me 
over and said, ‘One hand isn’t 

doing anything. I could use 
both hands and do twice as 
much.’ And it worked.” 

THOSE who cannot walk do 
not have to move. Albert 
Thompson is their arms and 
legs. Unable to speak or hear, 
he is in charge of the shipping 
department and has developed 
an uncanny faculty of sensing 
when a truck is coming up the 
alley. 

“And the nicest thing about 
Albert,” said Hubbard, “‘is that 
he doesn’t wait to be tald 
when to lift things. He watches 
everyone and as soon as they re 
finished with a job, he’s over 
there to move it for them.” 

Team spirit is evident all 
over the place. There was, for 
example, a new employe who 
came on just before Christ- 
mas. He became acquainted 
with the man next to him who 
had four children. When pay-

day came he spent $20 of his 
first week's salary to buy 
Christmas gifts for his new 
friend's family. 


Although all of its em- 
ployes are handicapped — 
polio victims with crippled 
bodies, amputees, deaf mutes, 
partly sighted—the shop at 
Opportunity, Inc., is anything 
but a doleful place. There is 
the hum of activity, laughter 
at private jokes, relaxation 
at coffee break time. 

Perhaps it is an unusual 
company because of the un- 
usual company sponsoring it. 
Experience, Inc., consists of 39 
men, former bank officials, 
board chairmen, university 
deans, lawyers, men with a 
wealth of business and. ad- 
ministrative experience. They 
banded together to give the 
benefit of their experience, at 
no cost, to younger men in need 
of business advice. This project, 
at 2174 Railway Exchange 
building, still continues. 

IN ADDITION, its members 
interested themselves in civic 
and community projects. One 
day at luncheon, a. member 
mentioned a project in New 
York City, Abilities, Inc., a 
company employing the handi- | 
capped.

‘WE KNOW that paint doesn’t 
stick very well to a dirty sur- 
face or one that is covered with 
wax or grease or ceramic tile.

When you paint over enamel, 
varnish and other finishes with 
a high gloss, it’s first necessary 
to cut the gloss so that the 
new paint has something to 
hold to. This can be done by 
wiping the surface down with 
sandpaper or steel wool. You 
don’t need to use a very coarse 
paper nor do you have to sand 
very hard—just a good wipe- 
down will cut the gloss. On 
large areas you'll usually find 
it easier to cut the gloss by 
washing the wall rather than by

was born, on March 16, 1930, 
she seemed fated to lead the 
life “normal” for a depression- 
born baby in a sharecropper 
family. 

The Johnsons were reason- 
ably typical of South Caro- 
lina’s poor, farming families. 
They were industrious, devout, 
dedicated to the distant hope 
of some day buying land of 
their own; to such 
worldly sins as smoking, drink- 
ing, dancing, etc. 

The Johnson family differed 
in just one way from their 
neighbors. The Johnsons could 
sing, magnificently. 

The year Betty was five, Pa 
Johnson built a house trailer, 
hooked it to a broken-down 
jalopy and set out with $16 in 
cash, two cardboard boxes for 
“luggage,” and his sinring 
family. 


“If we came to a cross- 
roads where there was an 
eating place or a gas station, 
we'd stop and put on a sing, 
then pass the hat. It got us 
meals and gas,” Betty re- 
calls. 


In 1940, station WBT, Char- 
lotte, N.C., put the Johnson 
family on the radio.
